Is 
summed up lu the words of my bitter 
personal enemy, Du Vet, m follows 
' That Judge Btory conducted himself 
wllb no little firmness and dignity as to 
nduco a suspicion of bis complicity 
In tho transactions of the. marshal" 
Tho wortblcssneis of this sta'tcmcnt. 
bora solely of hie enmity-ton ard uier Is 
shown from the fact that, true to bis in 
stincts. bo further auerts that I resigned 
to cscapu impeachment, a falsehood so 
easily disproved by congressional records 
that only the most ncklcss of falsifiers 
would have dared to make tbu assertion, 
as my resignation on file ia the depsrt- 
mcut of jullico at Washington will show 
that It was made previous to l)u Val'a 
appointment aod subsequent to the re 
port of tbc ludtclary committee Investi- 
gating tbc charges against mo 


That, on Ibc suggestion of the district 
attorney, I admitted to bail a certain 
paralytic who had been convicted of 
murder, and whom the district attorney 
believed had been convicted on insuf 
flclcnt evidence, whose attending physl 
clan siicrtcd could not live long in con- 
finement, and on wbosf behalf a motion 
for a new trial was pending, is true 
The result In this case, the man dying 
in jail upon being surrendered by bit 
bondsmen before a new trial of his case 
could be bad.

dieba»*d InTextt/ for corrupt practices; 
tbat Robinson disclaimed all personal 


against me on tbc tsble, and I could 
honorably resign, I did so, and then, 
after taking time to close out my bail 
ncs. In Arkansas, I left the atate where I 
b»d fought to maintain my integrity of 
character until I bad become almost a 
physical wreck and w«. 
financially 


b»nkrupt, and proceeded to take up my 
residence In Colorado 


In conclusion, I desire to say that I 


hope none of my friends will atlempt to 
palliate or apologize for my conduct in 
Arkans** 
I have no societies to make 


for my conduct there or elsewhere My 
whole nature revolt* al having it pal- 
liated by a lapse of time or bv having 
led a supposed new life here 
If elected
